Exclu- 
five of thefe two battalions, the army in New-York, by the re- 
turns, amounts to goco regulars, Britihh and Heflians, and 
6000 militia. It was not knowm whether the Commander in 
Chief was going to diflodge the Congrefs.from Philadelphia, or 
to attack Mr Wafhington idhis camp. But one or other fof 
thefe movements was daily expedtedto take place. As to any 
attack by the French and rebels againft New-York, it was hard~ 
ly thought to be ferioufly intended ; at moft it could only be 
the mere effort of defpair, and would fucceed accordingly.
